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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments with respect to the Dubrul 
reference are not persuasive. Applicant argues primarily that the Dubrul reference alone, or in combination with the Daniel reference, does 
not disclose or teach the elongated shaft member has a flared distal section. Specifically, the applicant argues that the outer tube 27 does 
not include a flared distal section. However, in the previous office action, the elongated shaft member is defined as element 21, not outer 
tube 27. Furthermore, the Figures show element 21 extends through element 27 and comprises a flared distal section. 
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
